Market  Report  carried  on  during  the  past  season  as  a  joint  project  of  the  U*S* 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,    the  N*  Y»  State  Department  of  I'arms  and 
Markets,,  and  the  Pennsylvania  and  Michigan  Bureau  of  Markets* 

Daily  market  reports  on  grapes  wore  issued  from  the  cooperative  Federal 
State  Office  at  Rochester  and  the  office  of   the  State  Department  of  Farms  and 
Markets  at  Buffalo,   from  September  21   to  October  31.

Compared'  with,  last   season,    the  New  York  grape  crop  has  "been,  featured 
with  a  light  yield,  ..caused  chiefly  "by  late  frosts  in  the  spring;   and  while 
light  competition  was  cxpetionccd.  from  other  Eastern  States   shipping  Native 
grapes,   California  continued  its  heavy  movement  into  Eastern  territory*     There 
was  a  much  earlier  movement  this  season  from  Hew  York,   for   instance  during  the 
week  of  September  27  to  October  3 t  New. York  moved  S62  cars  against  92   during 
the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago  and  a  total  of   1322  cars  to  October  3  com~ 
pared  with  162   to  October  h9    l^Zh*     The  sugar  content  of  the  1925  grapes  was 
high,   while  the  late  ripening  of  the  I92U  crop,  resulted  in  the  stock  general- 
ly bc^ng  classed  as  sour* 

Last  season  the  shipping  point  car  lot  price  on  Concords  opened  around 
$S0  to  $85  per  ton  and  steadily  declined  to  as  low  as'  $>60  by  the  latter  part 
of  October  on  account  of  the  stock  showing  a  low  sugar  content*     The  Michigan 
freeze   in  late  October  had  a  tendency  to  advance  the  price  of  New  York  grapes 
when  prices  had  declined  to  the  $60-65  limit*     The  I925  season  in  the  Central 
Lakes  district  opened  around  Sept'crribcr  20  with  2  quart  or  "pony11   baskets  of 
mixed  varieties,   Concords,  Delawarcs  and  Niagaras  selling  in  car lots  on  wire 
orders  at  lS-20^,   Delawarcs-  in  bushel  baskets  and  12  quart  or  "  jumbo51  baskets 
at  $100  per  ton,  Niagaras,  at  $S5  and  Concords  $85-90*     These  opening  prices  02. 
Concords  gradually  advanced'  to  $120  by  October  17  with  Catawbas  and  Niagaras 
at  $90-     The  opening  price  per  ton  on  Concords   in  the  Chautauqua-Erie  section 
ranged  generally  from'$S5-9Q  with  the  market  strengthening  to  $120  aid  prices 
varying  very  little  as  compared  with  the  Central  Lakes  section*     Prices  droppc 
to  around  $100  at  the  close  of  the  season  when  the  greater  part  of  the  crop 
had  been  moved* 

California  with  a  larger   crop   than  192^f  had  moved  U365I  cars  to  Octo- 
ber h  compared  with  3&»99^  ^°    ^he  same  date  last   season*     This  western  State, 
producing  such  varieties  as  Thompson  Seedless,   Malays,  Alicantos,   Zinfadels, 
Cornichons,   Emperors  and  Tokays  had  a  crop  this  year  estimated  in  December  to 
be  1,817,000   tons  or  over  90%  of  tho  total  U*  S*   crop  of  1,967,160  tons*     It 
was  also  estimated  that  150,000  tons  in  California  were  not  tervested  on  ac- 
count of  poor  marketing  conditions  and  frost*     Tho  December  1,    19^5»    estimate 
for  the  New  York  crop  was  51* 8^40  tons  compared  with  150,160  tons  for  the  en- 
tire country   exclusive  of  California*     New  York1  s  crop  for   I92U  was  80,000 
tons*

with  H,  6?0  last   season     This   in  some  rncasrre  accounts  for   tho  good  prices 
prevailing  in  Neu  York  as  it  opened  up   to  New  York  grapes   territory  normally 
supplied  frcm  Michigan* 

Nerxt  to   Calif crnia,,   tho  Chautauatia-Erie  district  in  southwestern  How 
York  and  northwestern  Pennsylvania,  bordering  on  L&ke  Brie,   is  the  mo^t  highly 
specialised  grape  growing  section  in  the  Uni'&cd  States*     Besides   Ch£-utauquaf 
Now  York*  3  Ihrcc  other   sections  in  New  York  in  the  order  of  their  importance 
are   i:he  Central  Lakes,    Ontario  Shore  and  Hudson  River  sections* 

.Federal  grades  for   eastern  grapos  were   established  this   season,   and 
Federal-State   shipping  point   inspection  was  successfully  inaugurated  in  New 
York  State  in  the  Central  Lakes  district  at  Hector*
